Who Fired on British Soldiers 
at Queenstown.

QUEENSTOWN, Ireland, Mat

The populace was tranquil today, 
and there were no untoward inci- 
dents. 


DUBLIN, March 22 Southern 
Ireland was scour: ae today by Ikree 
State troops looking for the men 
who. with a machine gun mounted 


ina motor car, shot into a party of 
British army men landing from 
a launch at Queenstowns last eve- 
ning. causing the death of two sol- 
diers and the wounding of more 
than a score of other persons, in- 
cluding five civilians, two of thern 
women. Up to the late afternoon 
however. no one had been found 
whom the authorities could con 
nect in any way with the crime 
The Government has offered a 


reward of £10,000 (about $50,000) | 


for the capture of persons who may 
be convicted of this outrage, whicn 
the republicans, as well as the su }- 


porters of the Free State, have 


publicly deplored. 

Several of the wounded have had 
to have their arms or legs ampu- 
tated. 

President Cosgrave immediately 
telegraphed a denouncement of the 
“cowardly crime” to the British 
Prime Minister. 

The party, of about 50 persons, 
including some of the men’s wives 
and children, had just landed at 
Queenstown from Spike Island, the 
British naval base when a big mo- 
tor car drove up to the pier and 
the four uniformed occupants 
opened fire with machine guns. The 
car then sped away. 

Free State troops were sent in 
search of the assasins, who are 
reported to have shouted “Up To- 
bin” as they drove away. Gen. To- 
bin was one of the officers at the 
head of the Free State army mu- 
tiny and is still at large.

ANTEREED MEN FEAR 


COUP FOR UNDERWOOD: 


Likely Will Seek Uninstructed | 
Delegation to Keep Senator | 
From Controlling Meeting. | 


By OURTIS A. BETTS. | 

Anti-Reed Democrats are begin- 
ning to realize that in their crush- 
ing defeat of Senator Reed in the) 
county conventions two weeks ago, 
they won but the beginning of a) 
victory and that there are possi- | 
bilities that Reed, by skillful po-| 
litical maneuvering has a chance) 
to steal] the fruits of success at the, 
last moment in the Springfield con- 
vention. 

This realization comes with the) 
now quite general belief among. 
Missouri politicians that the Reed 
campaign was not at all what it 
appeared to be; thet Reed's cam-. 
paign was not for himself, but was) 
only to prevent McAdoo from be-| 
ing successful in Missouri in | 
which, if that was his aim, he was | 
eminently successful. | 

The facts are that Reed will | 
have a block of about 350 votes in 
the convention which he will abso- 
lutely control, and which can be 
counted upon at all times to be 
cast as Reed may want them cast. 
There will be something less than 
$50 anti-Reed votes in the con-| 
vention. 

May Support Underwood. 

It is around that 350 Reed dele- 
gates that the anti-Reed Demo- 
crats are expecting the Senator to 
attempt to build an organization 
to take control of the convention 
for any candidate he may desire, 
and they say there are indications 
that the Reed strength will be 
thrown to Underwood of Alabama. 

Lack of organization, if not dis- 
organization, of the anti-Reed 
delegates, causes the fears which 
are becoming manifest among the 
anti-Reed leaders. These dele- 
gates are virtually a unit against 
Reed, but as to the candidates 
there are divided between Under- 
wood, former Gov. Ralston of In- 
Aliana, John VW. Davis and Willlam 
| G. McAdoo. 
| With his 350 votes Reed would 
need only to corral a few more 
than 200 others to contro! the con- 
vention. If he should be able to 
find or line up a couple of hundred 
delegates outside of those he al- 
ready controls, for Underwood, he 
could get an Underwood delegation 
from Missouri. 

So far Reed has not publicly tn- 
dicated who his choice for the 
presidency will be, but there have 
been in circulation for several days 
vague rumors that shortly before 
the Springfield convention the 
force of the Reed organization will 
be thrown to Underwood. 

Attitude of McAdoo Men. 

Sensing the political possibilities 
of an undertaking along this line, 
the McAdoo leaders have under 
consideration a question of wheth-

old trees to the young. You see 
them cutting among the 10-year 
trees, and year by year that proc- 
ess moves through the woods in 
response to the growth of the 
trees. They leave behind the ax 
the seed and the sapling.

Health Commissioner Starkloff

briefs which he will place before 
the State Legislature, at its next 
regular session, urging the passage 
of a general bill vesting in the 
Health Commissioner the power to 
define and abate nuisances which 
endanger the public health, with- 
out the regular court order by 
which the Commissioner must now 
be guided. 


judicial power, Dr. Starkloff said, 
is to speed up the action of his 
department in effecting the abate- 
ment of the more apparant nuis- 
ances, without the long delay while 
the courts seek a definition which, 


be contained in ordinances. 

As an instance, he cited the in- 
fluenza epidemic of several years 
ago. When influenza was discov- 
ered to be spreading in St. Louis 


in the ordinances of St. Louis as 
1 reportable or an infectious dis- 
ease By reason of which the 
liealth Department was forced to 
await court order and the drawing 
of an ordinance permitting them to 
take abatement measures. 

The new bill, as it is asked for 
by Commissioner Starkloff, is simi- 
lar itn effect to the old ordinance 
giving the Health Commissioner the 
power to grant or revoke licenses 
of hospitals and private institutions 
earing for the sick. The power of 
e Health Department is in su7h 
cases absolute, the institutions op- 
erating under it direct-supervision 
By the system now in use, when 
a nuisance is discovered bw a health 
officer, the party responsible for it 
is first given notice to correct it 
immediately. If, upon a subsequent 
visit bv health officers, the nuisance 
is found still to exist, the offender 
is served with a Marshal's sum- 
mons giving him 20 days to appear 
before the Health Commissioner 
tor a hearing. And if, pending the 
date of the hearing. no correction 
has taken place, the object of of- 
fense is condemned and a court or-

cover it, davs go by. and some- 
times weeks, during which the nu:- 
sance remains as it was in the be- 
ginning—unabDated.

New York has 
iis gang problem, too. So do all large cities 
where criminals naturally congregate. It is 
serious enough here, but it is not so Serious 
as your description of conditions leads me te 
believe it is in St. Louis, and I believe it is 
because here we don't let gangs attain a city 
charter status of puissance, so to speak, be- 
{cre we go after them. We try to hit them in 
their infancy, and hit them hard. 

“It is a very natural thing for young crim- 
inals—and those who are giving most trouble 
nowadays are mere youths under 25—to band 
together. Gangs are born on the street cor- 
ters or wherever else misguideli, neglected, ir- 
responsible youths assemble in their idle 
hours. They get their training in crime to- 
gether and stick together when they begin 
their depredations. The only way to break 
them up is go after them. with a vengeance as 
soon as they become known. New York's 
Police Department does that, and that, per- 
haps, is why gangs here don't acquire the 
power that they exercise in St. Louis. When 
a murder or robbery that  savors of gang 
authorship occurs, other cases are virtually 
sidetracked as far as they might interfere with 
that particular one. The gang is rounded up 
and the eases brought to trial “‘while they are 
hot.”” If the penalties assessed against the 
leaders or the participants in the crime are 
severe enough, that gang is severely crippled 
or put out of business altogether. 
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Case of the Diamond Brothers | 
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“Take the case of the Diamond brothers and 
their two associates, now under death sentence 
for murder. They headed a gang that was 
just getting under way on its career of crime. 
Two of them, it is true, had criminal records 
and the others criminal associations, but the 
holdup of the two Brooklyn bank messengers, 
whom they wantonly shot down and robbed 
of $43,000, was their first ‘big job.’ What 
happened? 

“The watch that the Police Department 
keeps on its budding gangsters enabled de- 
tectives to discover within 48 hours who 
the killers were. Within less than two weeks 
the four were under arrest after @ chase 
through several cities, and within three 
rronths they were convicted and sentenced to 
the electric chair.

a sort of a desperate hero. Nothing bhumili- 
aies him or shatters the idolatry of his fol- 
lowers more than the spectacie of a good, 
hearty beating, administered by a policeman. 
Of course, such a system should not be 
abused, but society pays dearly for police pro- 
tection from crime and should not be ig- 
veigled into the belief that crooks should re- 
ceive ‘kid-glove-and-rose-water’ treatment 
from those whose duty it is to protect society 
and not compromise with crime.” 

Accustomed as New Yorkers have become 
to spectacular acts of lawlessness, the mur- 
cer of the two bank messengers ata Brooklyn 
elevated station last November agitated both 
police and public over the local crime situa- 
tion as few such events have done in the past. 
The case refused to be passed over with a 
shrug and a glance at the headlines. The 
brutality of the murders, as the facts dug out 
by the State were rehearsed at the trial, the 
vouthfulness of the defendants and the four 
verdicts of “guilty’’ prodded the attention 
without pause. 

Discussion was started by Justice Cropsey 
of the Supreme Court of Kings County, who 
sentenced the ruthless gangsters to the elec- 
tric chair. 
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| Young in Years, Old in Crime 
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“This accasion,”’ he said, “should not pass 
without some comment. Perhaps no crime 
ever was committed in Brooklyn which 50 
shocked and outraged our people. One of 
the outstanding facts in this affair is the age 
of the offenders. Three of them are but a 
little more than 21, the fourth only a few 
years older. While all of them are young 
in years, they are old in experience. Two of

Most of 
our courts are boys and young men.

*» Years old.”’ 


He’ pointed out that tens of thousands of 
boys are nightly on the streets looking for 
amusement, seeking adventure, yearning for 
companionship. He suggested that places 
should be provided where such boys may meet 
and play and be entertained and instructed 
and all the time be under the influence of 
men of the right kind. 

And then William McAdoo, Chief Magis 


trate of New York City, came along and urgéd 
segregation camps for vagrants as a pre- 
ventive of crime. He said the teeth of the 
vagrancy law should be sharpened so that the 
‘no visible means of support’’ clause would 
reach the idler. He declared it gave the 
gangster the chance-to say he was supported 
by his family and that. it ought to be changed 
so as to mean that if it eould be proved the 
gangster does not, work he would be locked 
up as a vagrant. 

It was in this connection that Magistrate 
McAdoo made ‘the statement concerning 
police severity attributed to him bysaCommis- 
sioner Enright. ‘“‘Take the handcuffs off the 
police,” he urged# “Let them go into the 
cinks which breed these desperadoes—into the 
pool and billiard halls, I mean—and arrest 
the men who do not work. Let them play 
upon the vanity of the gangster and gunman. 
The leader or prominent member of this 
branch of the underworld would rather do a 
stretch in Sing Sing than be overcome physi- 
cally. by a policeman in the presence of his 
pals. I do not adgocate indiscriminate harsh 
meastires by the police, but there are certain 
criminals who can be dealt with in no other 
way, «The youthful gangster with his swagger 
and bravado is one of this type. He glories in 
being regarded as desperate. A good man- 
handling would take a lot of it out of him.” 

Next came the church people and they ad- 
rocated religious training in schools. The re- 
ligious resources of New York are being mo- 
bilized in the fight on crime. Representatives 
of the New York Federation of Protestant 
Churches. a Catholic Archbishop and a Rabbi 
recently started a movement to have religion 
taught in the public schools. They agreed 
that moral responsibility could not be taught 
except through religious education. 

Dr. Max G. Schlapp, Professor of Neuro- 
pathology at\ Post-Graduate Medical School 
and Director of the Children’s Court Clinic 
of New York, the foremost American fnvestt- 
gator in this field of aberration, added his 
theory to the discussion. He said the young 
fellows who shoot down casual strangers are 
abnormal. They are borg that way, he 
added. and went into great detail sbout the 
causes and effects which, he said, should be 
dealt with by the medical fraternity rather 
than by the police. 

“The number of young criminals of this 
type, is increasing every year,” he said. 


“Abnormalities in modern? me end women 
are due to social and “econbi causes. 
Mothers exposed to strains of oe I and in 
unfamiliar surroundings are subjected to dis- 
turbances of the ductless glands. The off- 
spring of mothers whose glands are thus af- 
fected are defective mentally and physicality. 
Our callous young criminals are ‘cefectives, 
suffer from glandular disturbances and are 
easily susceptible to crimipal suggestions. In 
the world into which they are born, material- 
ism is rampant. Our educational system im- 
plants in them a fundamental contempt for 
authority.”’ 


Police Know the “Red-Hots’ ’Best 


~ However. in the final summary, the agency 
that should be best qualified to express opin- * 
ion on the crime situation is the Police De- 
partment.. It is the police who come in daily 
contact with the “red hots” a& criminal gang- 
sters are known in underworld jargon and 
who know them as they really are before they 
are paraded before the public in the courts. 
Therefore, it is Commissioner Enright’s 
analysis-of crime and its causes in New York 
that comes most forcibly to mind in attempt- 


ing to summarize the contributing factors. 


While the Commissioner does concede that 
New York’s method of dealing with organized 
gangs may be superior to that employed in 
St. Louis, he is far from optimistic concerning 
the crime situation generally. 

“The outiook, as regards the diminishing 
of criminal endeavor, is depressing, for cir- 
cumstances appear to be conniving for the 
express purpose of increasing it,”’ said he. “I 
demur to the opinion that crime is entirely 
the result of local environment, for experi- 
ence inclines me to the belief that, in its last 
analysis, it is the expression of economic con- 
ditions at large. 1 except from this, of 
course, crimes committed as a result of pas- 
sion or the use of violent stimolant: or nar- 
cottcs. Evén then, it is doubtfal whether all 
crimes of passion can be logically excluded 
from the\previous category. 

“Of all the immediate sources of crime, 
perhaps propinquity is responsible for the 
largest Share.- Living with the same care- 
lessness and a similar degree of proximity as 
some rodent animals, a certain class of our 
population becomes so familiar with the most 
repulsive phases of vice and crime, virtually 
from infanthood, that it loses, or rather never 
possesses, any sense of ethical values, and 
grows to look upon the successful criminal as 
the aristocrat of its sphere. 
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Result of Rush to the Cities 


“This is a frightful, conatiine and it is 
apparently an inevitable consequence of ex- 
cessive urban growth. The decrease, there- 
fore, of the agricultural population, and the 
corresponding increase in. the population of 
our large cities has recently begun to be rec- 
ognized as a national menace.

Throughout his entire clerical career anf 
even antedating it, Mgr. Hayes’ kindness and 
sympathetic nature have been his most con- 
spicuous traits, but that he was mischievous, 
too. is illustrated by another story which is 
credited to himself.

Lavelle, of course, 
was admitted. but could find no trace of his 
companion until, working his way down to 
the altar. he saw him seated at the Cardinal's 
feet on the bottom step of the throne. He 
had wiggled his way in between the altar rail- 
ing and while, of course, those participating 
in the ceremony saw him he was not dis- 
turbed and remained the®. 

One story illustrating his wit revolves 
around a remark made by an elderly clergy- 
man about him which he happened to ovrer- 
hear. The old clergyman, evidently a sin- 
cere admirer of the Archbishop, said to a 
companion, “He reminds me of St. Francis 
de Sales.” Mer. Hayes overheard the remark 
and turning quickly said, “That's pretty bard 
on the good saint, but I don’t mind if he 
doesn’t.”” 

There have not been many American Car- 
dinals,. and the few that hare been chosen 
have been rather overshadowed by those of 
other nations inducted into the Sacred Col- 
lege with them, so greatly have they been 
outnumbered.

“The elevation of these two Cardinals seems 
a far cry from that of the early leaders of 
the church, but the ceremony of installation 
will be the same as it has been since 1179.

& secret consistory and a public one. 

The Pope presents to the assembled Cardi- 
nals the names of the dignitaries he has se- 
lected for the college, asking: “Has anyone 
aught to say?” This form is a survival of 
the ancient custom of asking the people the 
Same question on the election of a deacon, 
priest or Bishop. Each Cardinal rises in turn 
takes off hig biretta and bows in assent. The 
raming of the candidate is usual, though not 
cbligatory, as the Pope has the right to name 
2 Cardinal in petto. keeping the name secret 
until a later consistory. Thus a prelate may 
be a Cardinal without knowing it. 

The secret consistory is followed by the 
public one, sometimes on the same day, some- 
times later. The public consistory has all the 
ancient ceremonial of the church. In the days 
cf the temporal power it was a great pageant, 
with a procession. Swiss Guards. Knights of 
Malta and church dignitaries all participating 
to honor the new ,Cardinal. Now the public 
consistories are usually held in the Sala Regia. 
There are reserved balconies for the diptomat- 
ic corps and the Roman nobility. and also on 
the Pope's right are reserved sections for roy- 
alty and the Knights of Malta. 

The Pope’s entrance into the consistoral 
hall is most ceremonious. He is carried in in 
the Sedia Gestatoria, attired in a red cape and 
& ceremonial mitre, which is laid aside for a 
plain mitre when he takes the throne. During 
this ceremony the new Cardinals are in the 
Sistine Chapel taking their oaths of office. 

When the Pope is seated the Cardinals ar-

order of seniority—the Cardinal Bishops and 
Cardinal Priests on one side. the Cardinal 
Teeacons on the other. When all is ready the 
Cardinals designate are led into the consis- 
toral hall, each escorted by two Cardinal Dea- 
cons. 

They make three low bows, then kneel on 
the lowest step of the Pope’s throne and kiss 
bis foot, his hand and finally his cheek, then 
tetire to benches at the left of the throne. 

The ceremony rests here while the consis- 
torial advocates address the Pope relative to 
petitions for beatification or canonization. the 
Pope finally making responses through his 
Secretary of Briefy'to Princes that the matters 
will be put before a future consistory. 

When these ceremonies are completed the 
installation of the new Cardinals proceeds. 
The new members, escorted by Cardinal Dea- 
cons, make the rounds of the assembled Car- 
dinals in order of seniority. embracing each. 
then take their places according to their rank 
with the other Cardinals, donning their red 
birettas.

Not all of our indigestions 
ure signaled by stomach ache. 

One frequently disregarded indication of indigestion is 
that of gas in the bowels. Gas means fermentation and putre- 
faction of food; and no one can be entirely ‘healthy when 
be is subjected to this sort of food poisoning.

sble amount of food. . ° 


The third test of good health is 
a natural and vigorous activity of 
the bowels. -No one who has to re- 
sort to cathartics to induce bowel 
movements is in good health. This 
subject is important enough to de- 
serve a long paragraph, but no mat- 
ter how much I should write, I 
could not state it more plainly than 
I have, so I repeat: No one who 
has to resort to eathartics to in- 
duce bowel movements is jn good 
health. 

The fourth test of good health— 
which I wish to propose is relation- 
ship between height and weight. 
No person is in good health who 
is markedly over or under normal 
weight for his height. The height- 
and-weight tables should not be 
taken too literally; they simply rep- 
resent averages, and 10 ‘per cent 
either way may be normal for a 
particular person. But a person 
eannot be excessively thin, or exces- 
sively fat, and be in good health. 


If he is excessively thin, his re- 
sistance is likely to be low; more 
important than this, he is probably 
eating in such a way as to keep his 
nutrition below par, or he may be 
using tobacco, which prevents prop- 
er digestion and nutrition; or he 
may-.be overworking, or getting an 
insufficient amount of sleep. 

The excessively overweight man 
is overworking his vital organs; 
his heart, arteries and kidneys are 
being subjected to ftindue strain. 
This man may, and often: does, look 
the picture of perfect health; but

One of Horne’s employers was “a Noble Lord” 
who turned out to be “‘of a surley disposition.”” The 
writer, then a valet, says: ® 

“His Lordship’s god was his clothes. and himself. 
He had about sixty suits of clothes. On Sundays 

“he would make me carry them all downstairs, and 
spread them out in a large bedroom on the ground 
floor. When they were all down, I had to tell him 
they were ready. When it pleased him he would 
come and begin to try them all on, in front of a 
long glass, one suit after another, which took 
hours. 

“When he had finished there was a wagzgonload 
of clothes to brush, fold up, and take back to his 
dressing room, and stack away in their different 
classes and places. This was the Sunday clothes in- 
spection. But during the two years I was with 
him he never gave me a thing, not so much as an 
old worn-out necktie.” 

Then there was an employer to whom Horne al- 
ludes under the name of Sir Heury Cayenne, “for he 
was as hot as they make them, though a gentleman 
and a good ‘sportsman at bottom. He could not 
open his mouth without swearing.” At his large 
house in Yorkshire the men servants included a but- 
ler. valet, two footmen, usher and a boy. Usually 
a valet stayed there only a month or two before 
he was discharged or “hopped it.” About an earlier 
valet. who had been in the Life Guards. the narra- 
tive says: 

“One day they got to words: the valet gave him 
as good as he sent, as he did not intend to stay 


“One of the fads this Noble Lord had was when 
he went for a walk he would put on four or five 
overcoats. As his blood began to circulate, and 
he got warmer, he would take one coat off and 
throw it down on the ground or anywhere, and 
so on further on, till he bad only one left.

One of Sir Cayenne’s accom- 
plishments, as well as the vul- 
gar tongue, was that he was a 
fairly good boxer. Sir Cayenne 
tried to cross the room to 
where a lot of riding crops 
hung on the wall, saying he 
would give the valet a good 
horse-whipping. 

“ "Oh, no you don't,’ said the 

valet, and closed with him, 
forcing him backwards on to 
the bed, and threw his weight 
on, and holding Sir Cayenne 
there. When he found he could 
not get free he said, ‘All right, 
I'll give in. Bring up your 
book. I'll pay it and you can 
£0.’ 
“IT had -been there but a day 
or two when, one morning I 
was dressing him for hunting, 
he said, ‘Take a clean hunting 
kit to—’ (some place I did noi 
know) ‘for I shall hunt from 
there tomorrow morning and 
sleep there tonight.’ I asked 
him which was the best way to 
get to this place, as I was a 
Stranger, and did not as yet 
know the country. He replied: 
“You dam well find out!’ I got 
hold of the stud groom, who 
had been there a good many 
years. He told me, and put me 
up to some of his ways.”’ An- 
other curious aneedote of Sir 
Cayenne is as follows: 

“Often I would get 20 min- 
utes’ notice to pack up and be 
off to London for the night. He 
was not stingy with his money. 
I used to get five shillings each 
way for personal expences. Sir 
Cayenne would generally go on 
to Crewe early to do sODme busi- 
ness. I followed by train, and 
met him there. He had a leather 
case with silver fittings, plates 
and all. I had to _ get this 
packed with a_ partridge, or 
half a cold phesant, and a 
small bottle of claret, and get 
laid out on the station- 
master’s office table. and wait 
for him. 

“He would arrive five or ten 
minutes before the London 
train was due. The train would 
be ready to start: the station- 
master told him he could not delay the train any 
longer. He would swaliow his claret, rush out, and 
say to me, ‘Come on, you silly , you'll lose the 
train.” I would rush out into the office, grasp the 
four corners of the table cloth, grab the case, and 
rush out, to find the stationmaster holding a door 
open for me (for he knew Sir Cayenne). 

“Sometimes I would tumbie full length on the 
floor of the carriage, as the train was moving off. 
and sort the things out afterwards. I dare not be 
left behind, or I should have got the sack.”’ 


What Horne says was ‘“‘the greatest display of 
language” occurred when Sir Cayenne was dressing 
for dinner, and trying to arrange his white necktie 
Sometimes the peppery Lord would spoil 20 before 
he got one tied to his satisfaction. Horne stood at 
Sir Cayenne’s left. As the master spoilt the ties 
he threw them down in a heap on the carpet on his 
right. whereupon the valet would hand him another. 
“He would not let nfpete one for him: but the swear 
words he strung together was terrific.” 

Despite what he terms “‘flowery’’ and “sulphroic’’ 
language, Horne stayed with Sir Cayenne for two 
years. “After ail he was a good sport, and he kept

T SUSQUEHANNA, Pa., are located the great 
shops of the Erie Railroad, where hun- 
dreds of men work throughout the year. 
These men receive their wages on a 
fixed day toward the end of each month, 
the payroll amounting to many thou- 
sands of dollars. It was cust@mary, 

some years ago, for the company to have a sum of 
money sufficient for this purpose shipped from New 
York by express a day or two before the date when 
the wages were to be paid. Following out this prac- 
tice, on the night of June 20, 1883, the Marine Na- 
tional Bank of New York shipped by the United 
States Express Co. a sealed package containing $40,- 
600 for the Erie Rail- 

road Co., in care of the 

First National Bank of 

Susquehanna. The pack- 

age contained United 

States currency and ) 
bank notes, almost en- 
tirely im small  Obilis. 
mone larger than $20. 


The usual precautions 
were observed in ship- 
ment. a trusted clerk of 
the Marine bank carry- 
ing the package to the 
express company’s of- 
fice and taking a re- 
ceipt for it from the 
money clerk, who exam- 
ined it first to make : 
gure that the Seals of the bank were intact and that 
in all respects it presented a correct appearance. 
Having satisfied himself on these peints, the money 
clerk placed the package im ome of the canvas 
pouches used by the United States Express Co, 
sealed it carefully with the company’s private seal, 
and attached a tag bearing the address of the com- 
pany’s agent at Susquehanna. 

After a brief delay the pouch was delivered to 
Express Messenger Van Waganen, who saw it placed 
in one of the small iron safes then used by express 
eompanies in conveying money from city to city. 
The messenger rode with the safe to the train, and 
then remained on guard tn the express car, where 
the safe was piaced, as far as Susquehanna, at which 
point he delivered the pouch to Dwight Chamber- 
lain. a night clerk and watehman in the joint em- 
ploy of the Erie Railroad and the United States Ex- 
press Co. The train left New York at 6 p. m. and 
reached Susquehanna about midnight. 

Watchman Chamberlain, having received the 
pouch at the station, carried it into the ticket office 
and lecked it inside a safe belonging to the Erie 
Railroad Co. He remained on duty the rest of the 
night, and at 7 o’clock the next morning a messen- 
ger from the First National Bank of Susquehanna 
came to get the package. @hamberiain unlocked the 
safe, touk ont the pouch, opened it, and then emptied 
its contents on the table. To his great surprise, the 
package containing the $40.000 was gone, and in its 
place were several bundles of manila paper cut to 
the size of bank bills and done up in small packages, 
as money is done up. / . 

The agent of the company, Clark Evans, was im- 
mediately notified, and he at once telegraphed the 
news of the robbery to the officials of the United 
States Express Co. in New York, who with very lit- 
tle detay placed the matter in the hands of the Pink- 
erton Detective Agency. The direct supervision of 
the work was undertaken by George WW. Bangs, at 
that time general superintendent of tae Pinkerton 
agency, and a force of detectives at once started for 
Susquehanna. 

An important discovery wags made on closer ex- 
amination of the pouch. [t was found that this 
pouch was not the one that had been sealed up in 
the express office at New York, but a bogus pouch, 
so much like the other that the change might easily 
have escaped notice. The ¢hief points of difference 
were the tag and the seal, the former having been 
addressed in a different hand from that of the New 
York money clerk, and the latter being an old seal 
not in use by the company at that time. But the 
general appearance ¢f the pouch was such that 
neither the messengey, Van Waganen, nor the watch- 


ma u, Chamberlain, 
could sweer that it was 
not the one that he had 
handied. 

After going over the 
ground carefully and 
cross-examining Van Waganen and Chamberlain, 
Supt. Bangs concluded that the robbery had not been 
committed on the train and that the genuine money 
package had reached Susquehanna and been locked 
in the railread company’s safe by the night clerk. 
He was strengthened in this conclusion by the state- 
ment of Chamberlain, whe admitted that, after 
locking up the money, he had only been in the ticket 
office at intervals during the night. For this he 
was in no way to blame, as he had other duties to 
perform about the station, notably those of .way-bill 
clerk. 

Thus the robbers would have had full opportunity 
to approach the safe unobserved and exercise their 
skill upon it, could they have secured entrance to 
the ticket office. Nor was this @ difficult matter, 
since the door leading into it was known to have 
three keys, in the hands of various employes of the 
road, from whom they might have been procured or 
stolen. More important still was the fact, ascer- 
tained by Mr. Bangs, that the safe itself had three 
keys, intrusted to as many men, whose duties re- 
quired them te have a ss to the safe. It subse- 
quently transpired that .wo of these keys had been 
made by the men who carried them, for their own 
convenience and without the knowledge of their 
superiors. The door leading infO the ticket office 
opened from the men’s waiting room, where people 
bad been coming and going during the entire night 
of the robbery. Such of these people as could be 
found were questioned closely as to what they had 
observed on this night, but they could furnish no 
infgrmation that threw light upon the \ case. 

Some significance was found in the’ coincidence 
that nine years before there had been a robbery 
at Susquehanna, in which $30,000 had been stolen 
from the express company safe. The Pinkertons 
knew that for years a band of professional thieves 
had been traveling through the country, operating 
on safes that could be opened with a key. Among 
them were experts in fitting locks, especially skilled 
in making keys from impressions, and known as 
professional “fitters.” At first it was considered 
possibie that the robbery had been committed by 
these men; but after the most careful search and in- 
quiry Supt. Bangs concluded that this was not the 


case and that the pouch had“been stolen by some .

- It was about a fortnight after this that the two 
men met again, Proctor having secured all the facts 
about the monthly transfer of money from New 
York to Susquehanna. These he confided to Dona- 
hue, who seemed greatly pleased at the report. He 
showed Proctor the greatest attention, spending 
money freely. Then he pressed Proctor with 
further questions, asking how the money was 
wrapped up, what kind of a pouch it was carried 
in, and so on. Finally he came out bluntly with 
the opinion that Proctor was a. fool to waste his 
time working in a dirty shop when he might be 
living in luxury. Then, seeing that the foreman 
took no great umbrage at this suggestion, he asked 
him if he could get an impression of the safe ‘key, 
and also one of the key to the door of the ticket 
office. After some show of reluctance Proctor final- 
ly consented to try. 


Returning to Susquehanna, Proctor took advan- 
tage of his friendship with employes about the ticket 
office to get possession of the keys long enough to 
take the desired impressions, and these he mailed 
to Donahue, in which service he was now fully en- 
listed. Donahue wrote back, expressing satisfac- 
tion, mg saying that he and another man, named 
Collins, Had paid a secret visit to Susquehanna, and 
had found everything as Proctor had represented. 
A little later Proctor went to Canada again, and was 
introduced to Collins. At this meeting it was ar-

ranged that Donahue should procure a canvas bag 
like the one used by the express company, and that 
a dummy money package should be placed inside, so 
that a substitution might be effected on the arrival 
of the next shipment. Proctor was to take no active 
part in the rebbery, but was instructed to return 
home and continue at his work, showing mo concern, 
whatever happened. 

“If there’s an earthquake at Susquehanna when 
payday comes arourd, you don’t know anything 
about it, do you understand?” Such was the final 
order given to Proctor, and he obeyed it implicitly. 

A month passed, and, hearing nothing, Proctor 
went to Canada again, and had another talk with 
his two confederates. They told him that they had 
gone to Susquehanna prepared to do the “job,” but 
had learned, accidentally, that the money that 
month had been sent in gold, which would have been 
too heavy for them to carry away, and they had 
therefore decided to wait until a month later. 

This was in May, and the following month the rob- 
becy occurred. Two weeks later Proctor went to 
Canada and received $11,000 as his share of the 
plunder. Donahue and Collins explained to him 
that he did not receive more because they had been 
obliged to give a fourth share to another man who 
had worked with them. They cautioned him not to 
spend a dollar of the stolen money for months to 
come, as the detectives would be always on the look- 
out for suspicious circumstances. They also advised 
him to continue at his work, under no circumstances 
giving up his position within a year. 

Proctor had strictly followed these suggestions, 
living and working as he had done before the rob- 
bery, and not spending any part of his portion. 


Having changed the money into large bills and 
sealed it up in a fruit jar, so that the moisture 
could not injure it, he buried the jar head down- 
ward in his garden. There it remained untouched 
for months. But when the severe weather of the 
following winter set in, he dug up the jar, and 
taking the money to Buffalo, deposited it in three 
banks, in the name of his wife and his three chil- 
dren, with himself in each instance as trustee. 

Aithough his trade became very irksome to him 
now that he had a small fortune in his possession, 
he prudently stuck to it until June, 1884. Then, a 
year having elapsed since the robbery, he decided 
that it would be safe for him to launch out into a 
pleasanter life. He accordingly went to Buffalo, 
where he entered into oil speculations with a friend 
who claimed to have “inside information” from the 
Standard Oil Co. Although fortunate at the start, 
the failure of Grant & Ward brought them heavy 
losses; and soon their profits and their original cap- 
ital were swept away. Proctor assured Mr. Pinker- 
ton that, at the time of their talk, he was ruined, 
and that he had intended, during this very visit to 
Susquehanna which ended in his arrest, making 
application for his old position ag foreman of the 
boiler shops. 

Having heard Proctor’s confession, Mr. Pinkerton 
took counsel with the officers of the express com- 
pany. They, believing that Proctor had been only a 
tool in the hands of two smart professional crim- 
jnals, agreed with the detective that the ends of 
justice demanded rather the apprehension of his 
confederates_than his punishment alone. Proctor 
professed great penitence for his wrongdoing, and 
declared himself willing to do whatever was in his 
power to make amends. 

The first step necessary to the capture of Dona- 
hue and Collins was to get them both into the Unit- 
_ed States at some point where they could be ar- 

rested at the same time. Donahue was still in 

Canada, where he could not be taken. Mr. 
Pinkerton arranged with Proctor to write 
to - Denahue that he had discovered another 
safe which offered a tempting opportunity, 
hoping in this way to induce him to cross 
the line into the United States. To give 
color to the story it was necessary to ac- 
cord Proctor apparent freedom of move- 
ment; but he pledged himself not to 
leave Susquehanna without Mr. Pink- 
erton’s permission, and to keep the 
detective informed by letter and tele- 
graph of all developments. At the same 
time detectives were sent to Canada to 

keep watch over Donahue. 
Collins, in the meantime, had been lo- 
cated in Albany, but no attempt was 
made to arrest him until Donahue could 
be brought over the line. Should he cross 
without notifying Proctor, the men “shad- 
owing” him were to cause his arrest. It 
Was arranged with Proctor that, in case his 
letter failed of its purpose, he should go to 
Canada himself, persuade Donahue to come 
back with him, when they would be arrested 

the moment they crossed the line. 

On Nov. 29 Robert Pinkerton received word by 
telegraph that Proctor had left Susquehanna sud- 
denly in the night, telling the agent of the express 
company that he would return the next day. This 
looked very much as if Peecterthae played him 
false, since it had been expressly stipulated that 
he should- not go away without Mr. Pinkerton’s 
permission. Days went by, and Proctor did not re- 
turn. Then word came from one of the Pinkerton 
men at Fort Erie that Proctor had arrived at Dona- 
hue’s hotel and had heen joined there by Collins. 
This was a serious setback for the detectives. Not 
only were the three robbers safe from arrest where 
they were, but being fully -aware of the danger 
threatening them and being men of shrewdness, it 
was fair to presume that they would now move with 
great caution. ? 

It soon became evident that Donahue and Collins 
were thoroughly alarmed by the news Proctor had 
brought them; for they at once took energetic steps 
to mislead anyone who might be watching them. 
Having retired as usual one night, they arose later 
and drove in a wagon to a station on the Grand 
Trunk Railroad, where they boarded a freight train 
for Toronto. After a brief stay im that city they 
went on to Montreal, where they tried hard to lose 
themselves; but in this they were unsuccessful, and 
they returned to Fort Erie. 

Meanwhile Mr. Pinkerton discovered that the 
story told him by Proctor was entirely untrue. Se 
far from having been an honest man before the 
robbery, it came to light that he was a hardened 
criminal, having committed burglaries both in the 
United States and Canada, and having been sen- 
tenced, under another name, to a term in the Mas- 
sachusetts State Prison. While in prison he had 
contrived to make keys that. would unlock his 
own cell and those of three other prisoners, and the 
four had thus made their escape. One of them was 
the notorious Charles Bullard, who was.af that 
time servine « term of 20 years for the robbery of 
the Bovtet Rar of Boston. Proctor had also

,WOUS crimes in St. Louis and some of 
‘he odd twists of evidence and master 
etrokes*of detective ability which led to 
their solution have been made the subject 
of a book written by J. Elbert Jomes, a 
St. Louis policeman. 

Many of the stories, taken from the of- 
ficial reeords at police headquarters, are designed 
to show the bravery of St. Louis officers of the law 
in the face of danger, and some have a psychological 
twist. as. for instance, the one entitled “Freed by a 
Dream.” The policeman author describes this as 
“one of the most singular cases ever solved, where- 
‘nm a man stood in the shadow of the gallows, but 
eained his deserved freedom through a dream.” K 
happened in 1905. 

Charles Mutzberg, a saloon keeper, resisted three 
holdup men and was shot to death. In the flight 
one of the robbers dropped his hat, in which were 
the initfals “J. S.”’ 

John Schneider,. first arrested as a suspect, was 
later identified by witnesses and indicted on a first- 
degree murder charge. The identifications and the 
initials in the hat seemed to make the case against 
him conclusive. : 

A short time later James Smith, attempting to rob 
a saloon. was shot by a policeman. Smith died in 
a hospital and his body was taken to the morgue. 
“Strange to say. the body remained there during 
the week that John Schneider was to face trial, 
charged with the murder of Mutzberg,” writes the 
policeman-author. 

“One witness had been most positive in his iden- 
tification of Schneider. He repudiated all sugges- 
tions that he might be mistaken. But on the eve- 
ning preceding the trial he rushed into the Circuit 
Attorney's office, fairly screaming: 

“‘*My God! Schneider is innocent. 
dream. I was ordered to go to the 
morgue. Mr. Mutzberg was direct- 
ing me, and apparently wanted me to 
know I had made a mistake in identi- 
fving Sehneider. A finger pointed 
under a white sheet and there I saw 
the face of the murderer. I could 
not sleep and this morning I went to 
the morgue and asked to see the 
body of the slaim robber, and he is, 
without doubt, the man that killed 
Mutzberg.’ 

“Sehneider was released. It de- 
veloped that he resembled Smith in 
stature and facial expression, and it 
was just a coincidence that the ini- 
tials of their names should be the 
same.” 

Subsequent confessions made by 
Smith's companions im the second 
robbery made it certaim that Smith 
was the slayer of Mutzberg. 

Another case in which a hat fig- 
ured as a clew, but this time truth- 
fully, as told in the book, was in 
eonnection with the mysterious death 
of Fred Harvey, who was found un- 
conscious on a vacant lot at Eighth 
and Spruce streets and died at the 
city hospital. His hat was missing. 
Detectives recalled that in a Market street saloon 
that afternoon they had noticed a stranger whose hat 
was peculiar in color and design. At the hospital they 
reeognized Harvey as the man they had seen in the 
saloon. Inquiry showed that he had left the saloon 
with two men Known as “police characters.” It 
was the lief of the police that robbery was the 
motive and that Harvey’s assailants, finding little 
money on him, had taken his peculiar and expensive 
hat and pawned it. Detectives found the hat in a 
pawnshop and learned that it had been pawned by 
the two men with whom Harvey had left the saloon 
—Arthur S. Biles and Thomas J. Brown. They ad- 
mitted they gave Harvey “knockout drops” and 
robbed him after he had become unconscious from 
the effects of the drug, which eventually killed him. 
Biles was sentenced te death, but the sentence was 
commuted te life imprisonment by Gov. Folk. He

years. Brown pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced-to serve 99 years. He 
was paroled after serving four years. 
Both paroles were granted by Gov. Had- 
ley. 

One of the interesting stories in “A Re- 
view of Famous Crimes” is this account 
of the Glencoe train robbery: 

As Missouri Pacifie passenger train No. 
8 pulled slowly away from the water tank 
just west of Eureka, Mo., on the night of 
Jan. 21, 1910, the engineer, with his hand 
on the throttle and his eye upon the rail. 
failed to see two dark forms arise from 
the shadows of the shrubbery and dart to- 
ward the “blind baggage,” the front end 
of the mail car. 7 

As the tfain® gathered: speed, the en- 
gimeer consulted his watch, gave a final 
pull at the throttle, then settled back on 
his seat, his eyes steadfast upon the rails. 
which were visible in the glare of the 
headlight. 

“Hands up, now; don't move or you're 
dead nfen,’’ roared a voice in his ear. 

After complying with the command, the 
engineer turned around in his seat to face 
a bandit who had him and the fireman covered with 
a brace of revolvers. 

After making some inquiries about the engine’s 
injector and how it responded, the bandit took 
charge of the engine, displaying a knowledge that 
proved he himself was an engineer. 

While his partner in crime stood guard over the 
engimeer and fireman, he ran the train smoothly 
ahead. Neither the rest of the crew, the Passengers 


or mail clerks had the slightest intimation of what 


was in store for them. He slowed 
the train through Eureka and when 
near Glencoe brought it to a stop, 
whereupon he ordered the engineer 
and fireman to “get back there, 
quick,” at the same time thrusting 
them out of the cab and indicating 
the rear of the train. 

The conductor and part of the 
crew got off to see what was wrong, 
but a fusillade of revolver shots sent 
them hustling back. 

The mail clerks were driven from 
the mail cars, whereupon the same 
were detached from the rest of the 
train and pulled ahead to a deep cut 
in the shadow of a bluff, overhang- 
ing the Meramec River, where the 
bandits cut open and robbed the mail 
sacks, then silently disappeared in 
the darkness of the night. 


Not simce the days of the famous 
“James Gang” was there a more dar- 
ing train robbery; even those noted 
bandits never attempted to rob a 
train with so small a force, and if 
criminal daring should be rewarded, 
these bandits were entitled to a gen- 
erous share. 

But, as usual, there was a “clew” 
whereby sharp-eyed detectives followed their trail.

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IME heals even political wounds 

and all but erases the memory of 

Government scandals which in 

their day were on every tongue. 
How many in the present generation 
could give an offhand account of the 
famous Credit Mobilier scandal which 
wrecked the political chances of scores 
of statesmen, including James 6G. 
Blaine, and which in its scope and mag- 
nitude and depth of official iniquity 
was even more far-reaching and sen- 
sational than the current scandal of 
the Teapot Dome lease? 

That earlier scandal! involved Vice 
President Schuyler Colfax and ruined 
him politically; it whirled about the 
head of James G. Biaine for years, and 
kept him from being nominated as Re- 
publican candidate for the presidency 
in 1876; it involved Garfield before he 
was President, smeared the political 
escutcheons of dozens of Senators and 
Congressmen whose names have been 
lost in obscurity because of the mud 
-elinging. It willed the chances of the 
dominating, rough-shod conservatives 
in power im the °70's, and if there was 
any good in it all it was that it brought 
to life an active, militant minority 
which kept the majority on its toes 
every minute for a dozen years or 
more. 

In American history the event is 
known as the Credit Mobilier Scandal, 
taking its name from an odd title of 
the financing and construction company 
which laid the Union Pacific rails and 
milked the railroad corporation dry, 
making stockholders wealthy and the 
railroad poor. Defenders of the Credit 
Mobilier declared that there was no 
other way to build tfe transcontinental 
railroad: that the attempt to span the 
wilderness west of the Mississippi was 
too fantastic at the time for safe and 
sane methods. 

The Government wanted a transcon- 
tinental railroad and promised gigantic 
aid to anyone who undertook to build 
one. This aid amounted to thousands of 
square miles of land and fifty millions 
fin actual Government cash—enough to 
build the railroad -without further 
financing. However, stockholders for 
the corporation had to be secured, and 
the Union Pacific promoters put out 
$10,000,000 worth of stock—selling it 
at the ridiculous price of $5 for each 
$100 share! Strange as ft may seem 
today, the promoters had a tough time 
selling it. People simply would not be- 
lieve there was any money to be made 
in a railroad across the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

A New England financial genius came 
on the scene with a scheme to finance 
the road. He was Oakes Ames, a Rep- 
resentative in Congress from Massachw 
retts. His first step was to sell the 
stock of the Credit Mobilier at $100 a 
share, and with each of these shares the 


purchaser received $100 in Union Pa- 
cifie fiest mortgage bonds. The origi- 
nal Union Pacific stockholders had the 
right to go into this stock jobbing, and 
most of them seized on the advantage. 
The Credit Mobilier contracted to build 
several hundred miles of the railroad 
westward from Omaha at a price which 
netted them $30,000,000 profit. 

In other words, the men who had un- 
dertaken to build the railroad, and had 
received an empire in public lands and 
$50,000,000 ,in cash, now made a bar- 
gain with themselves whereby they re- 
ceived all the advantages of the Gov- 
ernment aid; charged the railroad twice 
as much as it was worth for laying the 
rails, set a trap for all possible railroad 
profits: and the Government received 
nothing. 

Ames knew that sooner or later there 
would be a terrific outcry in Congress. 


He had manipulated legislation so that 
the Government's advance of $50,000,- 
000 had been changed from a first to 
a second mortgage, and the road had is- 
sned first mortgage bonds of its own. 
The bonded debt of the Union Pacific 
exceeded its cost by $40,000,000, and 
the Government lien was worthless. 
Meantime the loot pouring into the 
Credit Mobilier treasury was shocking. 

Oakes Ames’ plan to forestall con- 
gressional inquiry was merely to inter- 
est the members in the amazingly prof- 


‘it for par. 


itable stock of the Crédit Mobilier, 
about which there had been no pub- 
licity, as it was closely held and guard- 
ed from the general public. 

Although the stock was actually 
worth several hundred dollars a share, 
Ames let his friends in Congress have 
Senators and Congressmen 
who raised the question of propriety 
were told that the Union Pacific had 
received all the grants and legislation 
needed, and would require. nothing 
further from Congress. He told them 
it was. simply a good investment, net- 
ting “at least 10 per cent.” The actual 
facts were that a flood of dividends 
were dammed up waiting for release— 
enough to pay an immediate 100 per 
cent on the stock bought at par. Later 
it paid 800 per cent! 

Sure enough, the adverse lezislation 
which Oakes Ames anticipated began to 
appear. Bills were introduced in Con- 
gress to regulate the freight rates over 
the Union Pacific road. At that early 
‘date the idea that a railroad should be 
regulated by Government was looked 
upon by the conservative element as 
something like anarchy. But the road 
had feceived so much money from the 
Government that there was a strong 
Cisposition to ask what had become of 
the money, an@this is exactly what 
Oakes Ames and his Boston financier 
friends wanted to prevent. 

In addition to the heinous desire of 
the people to know what had become ef 
their money, Secretary of the Treasury 
Boutwell, fearing that the Government 
would nevér get even the interest on 
the money advanced, asked Congress to 
require that at least one-half of the 
earnings of the road from carrying mail 
and troops should be applied to the pay- 
ment of the interest on the loan made 
by the Government. 

Ames saw to it that Congress an- 
swered this request by passing a law 
‘permitting the road to postpone for 30 
years all interest payments! 

A quarrel among the financiers re- 
sulted in the inevitable explosion. Henry 
S. McComb of Delaware, one of the 
Credit Mobilier directors, wanted a lot 
of Credit Mobiliar stock from the com- 
pany’s treasury to corrupt his fritnds, 
but Oakes had his own friends to cor- 
rupt, and he succeeded in getting the 
stock that McComb wanted. Ames de- 
clared it was most important that his 
gang be ‘“‘fixed,”’ inasmuch as he saw a 
storm of adverse legislation brewing on 
the horizon. McComb was “sore,” and 
the quarrel reached a point in the midst 
of the presidential campaign of 1872 
where it was impossible to keep the 
matter quiet. McComb publicly 
charged Ames with corruption and pub- 
lished a long list of Congressmen who 
had taken stock from Ames. 

Senator Allison of Iowa was about 
the only man involved who made a de- 
cent statement of the case, and it will 
be remembered that his constituents re- 


turned him to Congress time and time, 


again until his death in 1908. Speaker 
Biaine was cleared because the congres- 
sional tnvestigating committee could not 
find anything to indicate that he had at 
any time owned, directly or indirectly, 
any Union Pacific or Credit Mobilier 
stock, but in the tidal wave of indigna- 
tion Blaine was tossed about with great 
violence. 


The effect of railroad corruption on 
the Government can be read in the elec- 
tion returns. The Congress and the ad- 
ministration were overwhelming Repub- 
lican immediately after the Civil War, 
and the _reactionary, dyed-in-the-wool 
section of Republicans kept the Demo- 
crats of the South in terror most of the 
time by waving the specter of treason 
at them. The Republicans had a two- 
thirds majority in the House and Sen- 
ate from 1864 to 1870. The Credit 
Mobilier scandal began to smell to 
heaven about that time, and the Re- 
publican House majority fell from 1061 
to 35. Grant wag re-etected in 1872— 
not so much as the result of a mer- 
itorions campaign as it was the result 
of poor work by the opposition. 

And from 1875 to 1889, a period of 
14 years, at no time did any one party 
control the presidency, the Senate and 
the House.

up a good house.” Another considera- 
tien was the hundred pounds a year 
which he paid his valet. 

After “a good schooling in livery,” 
says Horne, he had little difficulty in 
obtaining his first place as butler. It 
was on the south coast of England. He 
writes: 

“T will call the Bos Sir Grizel de 
Bluster, for he was always on the ‘nag.’ 
The house was an old Elizabethan man- 
sion. The kitchen was like a great barn. 
Sir Grizel was a typical Member of Par- 
liament, with the brains of a rabbit. It 
was his money that did it.”’ 

Although now a full-fledged butler, 
Fiorme Was not at all pleased with the 
position, explaining imgenuously that 
everything was so different and so sec- 
cnd-rate at Sir Grizel’s establishment. 
compared with the establishments 
where he had served before. 

“So I gave Sir Grizel a month's no- 
tice. Talk about a whole box of saquibs 
going off at once!

The place had got 
demoralised. Butlers staid only a 
month, some not that. So I thought I 
would see what I could do with it.” 


After a short stay in London the 
family went to their country house, an 
enormous place, for a week or two. 
Traveling down the day before to see 
that everything was ready for the fam- 
ily and a large number of guests, Horne 
had to go into every bedroom and make 
sure there was a supply of candles, ink, 
pens, pencils and notepaper. In doing 
this work he got lost, and could not 
find his way back to the starting point 
for a long time, as nobody else was 
about, and the rooms were ali alike. 


“The Duchess would hold a sort of 
levee in her boudoir every morning. 
First I got my whigging, then the head 
gardener, coachman, keeper—she had 
them all in. She always said I never 
washed out her fountain pens every 
morning. It was useless my saying I 
had done them. One morning she 
came into her boudoir dressed in a 
white muslin dress, trimmed with blue 
bows and ribbons. She began about 
the pens, took hold of one, tugged it 
open: the ink went all over the front 
of her dress. I was giad to beat a re- 
treat, as she ran into her bedroom. 


“Not being popular with the families 
in the highest cireles, the Duchess and 
her beloved spouse had to put with the 
second-raters, comprising theatrical 
people, and such like, a lot of-people on 
the lookout for’ something for nothing.

Horne once put an advertisement in 
the Morning Post and received several 
replies. 


“One was to meet a titled lady, who 
lived just this side of Portsmouth, so I 
started off to see her. On my arrival at 
the little station I think I was the only 
passenger who got out. I noticed a 
lady coming towards me. She asked my 
name, and said she was the lady I had 
come to see. I noticed her carriage was 
outside the station. 


“My suspicions were at once aroused. 
Why had she come to the station to 
meet me? Was jt so that I should not 
have any chance to talk to any of her 
servants at the house? Anyhow, I 
thought so. We went into the little 
waiting room, eyeing each other like 
two expert swordsmen. After a deal of 
chin wagging I told her I would decide, | 
and let her know on the following 
morning. 

“I was not so rude as to tell her to 
her face that her place would not suit 
me, but I wrote her a letter saying so. 
I heard afterwards that the place was 
‘hot.’ sf 

Yet what Horne says was “the best 
situation I ever had, though not the 
largest, as there were only seven men 
kept in the house,”’ he secured in much 
the same way—traveling to Crewe Sta- 
tion at the expense of the prospective 
employers to see a gentleman and his 
lady. They seemed fair and straight- 
forward, so Horne accepted the posi- 
tion. - 

“Everything about the place was 
first-class, and kept in first-class order. 
The Bos was a real gentieman of 
the old school. He had been Colonel 
in the ¢Juards, so that he knew what 
men were, that they were made of flesh 
and blood, human beings, and not mere. 
machines. Everyone who came to the 
house with a parcel, message, note or 
what not, were entitled to a pint of 
beer, also bread and cheese.” 

The fad of one “Nobie Lord” whom 
Horne served “was when he went out 
for a walk he would put on four or five 
overcoats. As his blood began to cir- 
culate, and he got warmer, he would 
take one coat off and throw it down, 
on the ground or anywhere, and so on 
further on, till he had only one left. 
‘Il had te go out afterwards, find out 
which way he went and collect the 
coats. 

“If a working man did this sort of 


thing, people would say he was balmy. 
But with money in plenty one ean do it 
with impunity. People call it ‘genious’ 
in an aristocrat, or ‘originality.’ ” 


At another establishment where Horne 
was employéd, ‘“‘the Bos asked me where 
[I kept his cartridges. I replied, ‘In 
my bedroom.’ ‘Oh,’ he said, ‘It’s much 
too damp for cartridges in there.’ But 
if was not too damp for the butler to 
sleep in.”’ 


The book is as inconsistent as hu- 
man nature. Horne frequently laments 
that he ever went into “gentleman's 
service,”’ and says that if he had been 
apprenticed to a trade, “some trade that 
required cleverness and  brains,”’ he 
would have nfade his mark in the world, 
“no doubt.” But he evidently is very 
proud of his service in some of the most 
aristocratic -establishments. And his 
early ambition to be the King’s butler 
was only thwarted, he believes, by his 
lacking three inches of the indispens- 
able six feet of height. 


Then, although giving repeated ex- 
amples of the harsh language, small pay 
and tyrannical treatment that some- 
times were the portion of himself and 
his fellow servants, he remarks:
